Gold and Silver Money. 

There exists much ignorance among 
the people at large as to the meaning 
of “double standard” in referring to 
money. 

The expression ‘“‘the double standard”’ 
is a term used to denote the system 
of coinage, which, prior to the year 
1878, prevailed in the United States, 
and also—except in England and 
in some other countries—generally 
throughout the world. It is, therefore, 
mot a mere theory, but an old and 
tried institution, of which, prior to 
the date referred to, both the theory 
and the practical operation were well 
understood. But sine that time, owing 
to the disuse of the system in this coun- 
try, and to other reasons that need not 
be more particularly alluded. to, the 
subject has become much obscured in 
the public mind, and is but little un- 
derstood by the majority of the com- 
munity. 

In 1792 an act was passed estab- 
lishing a mint and regulating the coins 
of the country. Under this act the 
proportionate value of gold to silver 
in all coins was fixed at 15 to 1. It 
was provided that any person might 
bring to the mint gold and silver bul- 
lion to be coined free of expense. Then 
in 1873 the act demonetizing silver 
was passed. The system thus estab- 
lished in 1792 was what is called the 
“double standard,’”’ the - essential ele- 
ments of which are the free coinage 
both of gold and silver coin at a fixed 
ratio of weight. 

In an article on this subject in the 
American Journal of Politics, George 
H. Smith shows that the practical op- 
eration of this system depends upon 
the operation of. the principle known 
as Gresham's law—a principle univer- 
@ally admitted, and of which it is ob- 
served by Mr. Leech, late director of 
the mint, that it is “as certain and 
immutable as the law of gravitation.’ 
The law is, that where several kinds 


of money are in uSe, as a legal tender | 


for ali debts, the coin of least value 
will drive out of circulation the more 
valuable coin, and this law is not 
only established by universal expe- 
rience, but is an obvious deduction 
from familiar principles of human na- 
ture. For, under the double standard, 
contracts are to be construed as giv- 
ing to the debtor the option to -pay 
in either coin, and he will, of course, 
pay in the coin of least value. Hence, 
where the double standard prevails, 
if, at any time, it be desiréd by the 
government to change the currency in 
common use, all it has to do is to reduce 
the amount of metal in the coin of 


-higher.value until it shall be of less 


value than the other. Then, under the 
inevitable operation of Gresham's law, 
the latter coin will be displaced, and 
the former will take its place. 

’ In regard to regulating the ratio of 
value between the two metals, Mr. 
Smith has the following to say: 


“Tt i® of course, desirable, in the 
practical operation of the double 
standard, so to regulate the ratio of 
yalue between the two metals that both 
continue in circulation. But to 
eatablish such a ratio; even at a given 
time, is difficult, and permanently to 
preserve it is impossible. For both 

ld and silver are constantly fluctuat- 
7 in value, and hence, even if the ratio | 
established by law showid at the time 
correspond with the ratio, it 
would not long continue to do so. 
Hence, the merits of the double stand- 
ard do not consist in its supposed ca- 
pability of securing such an unattainable 
object as to preserve an exact parity 
in value between the gold -and silver 
eoins, but in the power it gives the 
government of using, at its option, for 
general circulation, either metal, and of 
passing without. embarrassment from 
One to the other, as circumstances may 
require, and in the increased stability 
of value resulting from its compensa- 

operation. 

” the nature of things, the coin 
of least value will, in general, be the 
only one to circulate, but the other 
anc more valuable coin, though not in 

use, is protected from deprecia- 


low the ratio established by law with- 
out displacing the other coin, and thus 
bringing into operation the compensa- 
tory action of the system. Thus, at 
the date of the passage of the act of 
1873, the silver coins were more valua- 
ble than the gold, and this had been 
the case ever since the passage of the 
act of 1834, and on this account, and 
solely on this account, silver did not 
enter into the general circulation.’’ 


As against the arguments that the 
first effect of the free coinage of silver 
would be to depreciate to its bullion 
value, Mr. Smith suggests that it 
would be necessary for the government 
in providing for free coinage (1) to 
provide for the redemption of all sil- 
ver dollars held at the date of the act 
by private individuals at their face 
value; and (2) to make the act pros- 
pective only in its operation, so as not 
to permit existing contracts to be paid 
with new coin. With these provisions 
he believes that all demands of justice 
would be satisfied. In regard to the 
common opinion which is encouraged 
by advocates of a single standard that 
there has been an immense increase in 
the production of silver of late years, 
the writer shows that the difference 
in the increase of production of silver 
and that of gold has been largely ex- 
aggerated, and that in the last forty- 
three years, even in the United States, 
the production of silver has been very 
little in excess of that of gold. 


“ Compulsory Co-operation. 

Co-operation is an excellent thing, 
but when it comes to compulsory co- 
operation that is entirely another ques- 
tion. This is one of the latest develop- 
ments of labor tyranny in this coun- 
try. It appears that the organization 
known as the White Caps has issued 
manifestoes in the cotton-growing re- 
gions of the South addressed to the 
ginners, warning them not to gin a 
pound of cotton until the price has 
reached the 10-cent point, and threat- 
ening to burn their ginhouses if they 
disregard the warning. Some of the 
ginners not choosing to have others 
run their business for them disre- 
garded the warning, and proceeded to 
gin all the cotton brought to them. 
The result of this was that their gin- 
houses were burned. This, of course, 
soon put a stop to the ginning opera- 
tions, and at one time it looked as if 
the White Caps would effect their pur- 


pose. Commenting upon this unrea- 
sonable action, the Florida Agricul- 
turist says: 


“It shows the outcropping of law- 
lessness, selfishness and  viciousness 
that at irregular periods has shown 
itself in one form or another since the 
world began; is interesting to the stu- 
dents of the events of the world as 
showing te what straits the agricul- 
turists of the country have come. 

“By their lawless action the White 
Caps admit, what the thinking econo- 
mist has known and preached for 
}ages—that only by united action can 
any people or class of people protect 
themselves from their stronger foes. 
The White Caps attempted to force a 
pool or combination. They attempted 
to make the cotton planters hold their 
cotton until the price had reached a 
point they considered profitable. This 
object could, or should, have been ac- 
complished by moral suasgion rather 
than by force. The object, of course, 
is a desirable one, and the White Cap 
‘revolutionists’ have admitted its im- 
portance by trying compulsion.” 

It is no wonder that our contempo- 
}rary becomes indignant at the action 
of men who seek to dictate. to the 
farmers how tRey shall market. their 
crops. The cotton-growers of the South 
have already sufficient hardships to 
contend with without being forced to 
struggle with an element which has 
done so much harm in the industrial 
world. When people are prevented 
from running their business to suit 
themselves it will not be long before 
they go out of that business, and then 
labor is always the first to suffer. It 
is dangerous to attempt to interfere 
with the law of supply and demand, 
whether it be in the money market, 
the, wheat market, the cotton market 
or the labor market. 


Silver Talk. 

It is expected that a favorable-report 
will be secured in the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee of the House for the 
bill to repeal the 10 per cent. tax on 
State bank circulation. There nppears 
to be no urgent demand for such a bill 
on part of the peopie, but there is a 
very strong demand for legislation ‘that 
will settle the silver question and en- 
able us all to get to work vgain. It 
looks now as if the outcome of the sil- 
ver debate in the Senate would be a 
compromise in the shape of the Wilson- 
Voorhees repeal bill, or a substitute for 
it. It is said that this measure will 
represent no man’s views, and will 


-not-be satisfactory to any one or to the 


liking of any one section of the coun- 
try. 

This is certainly not a very sat- 
isfactory result of so many Jays and 
nights of debate, and so much Giscus- 
sion on the subject in the press of the 
country; but the impression is growing 
among the people that, as in the case 
of the tariff, it is not so much the 
question of what silver policy will be 
adopted, that is upsetting business as 
the’protracted uncertainty in regard to 
such legislation. A great many people 
are of the opinion that just now any 
definite legislation on the silver ques- 
tion would be vastly preferable to

An Eastern agricultural exchange has 
the following sensible and pertinent re- 
marks in regard to the remarkable 
course of the President during the past | 
few months: 

“Ther@has been far too much talk 
about the opposition of the Executive 
to a compromise on the silver question. 
In what part of the Constitution does 
the President firid authority for inter- 
fering with the action of the Con- | 
stitutional Legislature? President John- 
son tried to set aside the due authority 
of Congress. It was one of the grounds 
for his impeachment, No other Pres- 
ident from his day until now has at- 
tempted such -usurpation. After Con- 
gress has prepared legislation, the Ex- 
ecutive has a-veto; but that may be 
overruled by a two-thirds vote, though 
this has not often been done. While 
measures are pendjng before Congress, 
it has been held indecorous for the 
Executive to give his opinion regard- 
ing them.” 


Some of the national banks that 
hastened to increase their circulation 
now find that they have more money 
than they can profitably use. A New 
York bank has taken the lead by les- 
sening its circulation $500,000, which 
was just the amount it was increased 
a few weeks ago. A law of Congress 
forbids decrease of national bank cur- 
rency faster than $3,000,000 a month. 
The national bank circulation is now 
$204,000,000. This is $30,000,900 increase 
within the past month. It will take 
ten months to reduce national currency 
to the point it was a few months ago 
if the $3,000,000 decrease is made every 
month, which is quite unlikely. 


Alaska is proving a profitable acqui- 
sition to the United States. Since it 
was bought in 1867, it has added $85,000,- 
000 to the national wealth. About 
$1,000,000 worth of gold is mined 
every year. This amount is 
likely to be largely’ increhsed 
as the mining interests are developed. 
The cost of the territory has been re- 
turned many times over, and its value 
now is much greater than it ever has 
been before. Mr. Seward was laughed 
at as visionary in paying $7,000,109 for 
a pack of ice fields and some seals. 
He lived to see his purchase fully vin- 
dicated. 


It is reported from Washington that 
there exists in the Huuse some very 
bitter opposition to the general bank- 
ruptcy bill. It is difficult to see what 
good reason exists for such opposition, 
except, perhaps, to some clauses of the 
bill which may be amended. Any com- 
munity that lays claim to the position 
of a first-class nation should have gen- 
eral laws on the subject of bankruptcy 
and divorce, so that @ man cannot be 
bankrupt in New York and solvent in 
California, or married in Maine and 
divorced in Arizona.

THE IRRIGATIONISTS. 
A Trip to Gen. Bouton's Big Well and Hast 
San Pedro. 


The Irrigation Congress excursion, 
filling three coaches, left the Terminal 
Depot at 9 o’clock yesterday, and made 
their first stop at Gen Bouton’s big 
well at Bixby Station. The water was 
being forced up through a two-inch 
nozzle at the top of the pipe twenty- 
two feet high, and sent a solid stream 
twenty feet above this point. After a 
stop of some twenty minutes the train 
proceeded to the wharf at San Pedro, 
where a half hour was spent viewing the 
wharf, harbor, etc. On returning, a 
stop of some eight minutes was again 
made at the big well. The cap on the 
top of the main pipe had been re- 
moved in the meantime, and some two 
hundred inches of water was pouring 
out of the top of a T-inch pipe 
twenty feet high. The well is 340 feet 
deep, the water coming up through a 
7-inch pipe.at a pressure of thirty 
pounds to the square inch, the full 
flow being ween two and three 
inches. Experts express 
the opinion that one or two thou- 
sand inches of water can be developed 
at this point. 

The well is situated seventy-two feet 
above high tide, and commands for irri- 
gation purposes over twenty thousand 
acres of land. The delegates, especially 
the foreigners, expressed astonishment 
and pleasure at the great well. 

Returning, the train arrived at 12 m., 
every one well satisfied with the trip. 
Later a number of the delegates left 
for San Diego.

Statement of the Cost of the Chain Gang

$33. For the first two sales the money 
had been received, and the board now 
held the demand on the street sprink- 
ling fund for the last named amount. 

The communication further stated 
that it had been the custom heretofore 
to sell hose in this manner; that the 
hose was valueless, lying in the corpo- 
ration: yard, and that it had been 
wished to assist in providing funds to 
pay sajaries of the employees of the 
department, and that hereafter when- 
ever the department has fifty feet of 
condemned nose to sell, it will so no- 
tify the Council. 

This communication was _ received 
and filed. 

COUNTY HOSPITAL SEWERAGE. 

A communication fram the Board of 
Education stated that at a recent 
meeting of that body, the following 
resolution, as introduced by Mr. Patty, 
was adopted:

How the Racers Went 
‘Yesterday. 


The Field More Fortunate Than 
Favorities. 


Pasadena Belle Distanced in the 
Decisive Heat. 


The Stallion Race Not Run Off for Lack of 
Time—An Iateresting Programme 
To Be Carried Out 
Todsy. 


The poolrooms and the men with the 
ap- 
pliances, did a good business out at 
Agricultural Park yesterday afternoon, 
and a well-filled grand-stand watchod 
with interest the opening events in the 
programme of the week's acing. 

The day could have been greatly im- 

proved upon, for a sharp breeze sprang 
up shortly after 12 o’clock, and kept 
coming stronger and stronger as the 
afternoon wore away, interfering not 
a little with the speed of the’ races, as 
they came in on the stretch with the 
wind full in their faces. 
The stallion trotting race, 2:20 «class, 
that promised to be the feature cf the 
day, was not run off, for dusk had 
Closed:in before the final heat in the 
three-minute trot was finished. 

Barring the time lost in starting, the 
events were carried through very 
promptly, little or no dissa‘isfaction 
being manifest. 

Thére were several surprises in store 
for the spectators and backers of the 
favorites, and as a general thing the 
man who took the field as «against the 
“pets,’’ and stuck to it, came out ahead 
at the close of the day. 

Pasadena Belle made a nad “fall 
down” in the decisive heat of the trct- 
ting race, and was distanced after hav- 
ing done nobly in former heats. . 

Morris's Jingler proved himself equal 
to the strain, and captured race No. 2 
by some great pacing. 

Reta, a Httle rat of a bay mare, 
owned by R. R. Brown, was the ‘“‘dark’’ 
one of the quartette of pactrs. When 
the mare was brought’ out on the 
track for a preliminary warmiog-up, 
she sank into insignificance beside the 
big horses entered against her, and at 
first glance the odds were rated very 
high, but when sagacious aorsemen 
Saw that Durfee heid the reins cver 
the little wiggler, they began to think 
that her speed certainly inust belie 
her looks, which it did without ques- 
tion. 

FIRST RACE. 

The horses in the first race were 
called at 1:15, the event being the Les 
Angeles Derby for three-year-olds, one 


‘and one-half miles, for a purse of $500. 


Bridges’ bay mare Donna Lilla, Walter 
Maben's chestnut gelding Vendome, 
Owens Bros.’ bay stallion San Jacinto, 
and’ M. A. Forster’s bay gelding San 
Juan, were the starters. The race was 
a spirited one from the time the horses 
got off until they came under the wire 
the last time. Vendome was a pro- 
nounced favorite, but Donna Lilla won 
the race by two lengths, in 2:42%, with 
San Jacinto second, a nose ahead of 


fourth,. but the third was closely con- |. 


tested, and in this one Regina gained 
the wire first. Once again was Pasa 
dena Belle whipped up, 
breathless interest the onlookers 
watched the mare in the expectation 
that she would make the best time. 
Maben held his reins high above the 
back of Regina, and without fiinching 
she came down to the wire at a rattli 
pace. Belle lost by a head, Jack thi 
time 2:20 flat. , 
By this time the friends 
& Greely mare were beginning to 
waver, but they still retained conf- 
dence in their favorite’s powers and 
backed her strongly for the fourth 
heat. At least some of them did. But 
the mare was not so firmly strung as 
she was speedy on short heats. She 
started off well, but her legs were 
shaky and she lost herself long before 
the half was reached. On the oth 
hand, Regina again came to the front’ 
and went to the wire in good shape.’ 
Great was the chagrin among many 
when the automaton announced from 
the stand:. “Regina first, Irene sec- 
third, Jack fourth; time 


There were but few, ever. — 
experts on horsefiesh, who would ve 


been willing to admit that the Belle | 


was out of the race at the close of the. 
third heat, but some had seen that the 
mare was “‘off’’ her feet when she came 
in the winner for the last time for the 
day. Before the succeeding heat was 
run a little man with his pockets full 
of coin ran hurriedly up to the pool- 
sellers and shoved a big “wad’’ cau- 
ticusly in, saying as he did so, “Put 
that against Pasadena Belle, no mat- 
ter what the odds are.’ The man 
reaped dollars where he placed cents, 
for the Belle was distanced most igno- 
miniously, winning nothing. Her owner 
sat in a box up in the grand stand, 
and as he observed the mare come up 
on the third heat some one rem *rked 
to him “she would be better without 
those shackles,” referring to the 
“boots” and leg guards. “Yes, if I was 
on the track,” replied the owner, “I 
believe I would relive her of them.” 
When he saw the Belle break at the 
quarter mile he sighed resignedly and 
said. “‘That settles it; she will be dis- 
tanced now.” And the brown mare 
from the Crown City was. 

Many dollars were lost on this race. 
and those who were fortunate enough 
to back the field benefited by the losers 
ill luck. 

By the time the fourth heat was 
run off the sun had gone down, and 
the prospects for the opening heats in 
the great stallion trot, with lenger 
Chief at the head of the list of entries, 
were growing - race was 
finally postponed un oday. 

Pasadena Belle being out in. the fifth 
heat of the three-minute trot, the start- 
ers left were Regina, Lompoc, Irene 
Crocker and Jack. Of course, Regina 
led the list, but she was not awarded 
the palm. As the horses went around 
the circle, they could hardly be dis- 
tinguished against the heavy shadows 
cast by the tall trees and fence ajong 
the outer edge of the course. hen 
the stretch was struck it was thought 
that Jack was ahead. Some shouted 
“Regina” and others ‘Irene Crocker, 
but the judges said that Lompoc was 
first, with Regina second and Irene 
Crocker third, with time at 2:26. 

That closed the races for the day. 
TODAY'S PROGRAMME.

PACING, 2:30 CLASS. 

“The pacing race, 2:30 class, came 
next, bringing out Reta, Almo J., Hum- 
ming and Jingler as starters. 

After three trials the horses got off 
on the first heat well together, Hum- 
ming, driven by Maben and Jingler by 
Pattison, taking the lead. At the 
three-quarters Humming broke and 
lost his position. Jingler had not be- 
come thoroughly warmed up to the 
work, and failed to hold Humming’s 
place, which was taken by the little 
mare Reta, who had been keeping up 
an even pace under the steady guid- 
ance of Durfee. Jingler made second 
place, Almo J. third and Humming 
fourth. Reta’s time was exceedingly 
good, being fast, 2:15%. 

From the moment of the start in the 
second heat it was evident that Jingler 
was going to do better, and odds were 
heavy in his favor on the pools. The 
horses scored several times before 
and even start was secured. 

en they went away at a hard pace. 
The half mile post was passed with 
Jingler leading strong. Humming 
failed to make as fair a gait as he had 
formerly. Reta held second from half 
to three-quarters. As the stretch was 
struck Almo J.’s driver urged his 
horse forward and crowded close on 
Jingler. The finish was a fine one, the

A first day is verbially uninter- 
esting, for even when most of the pre- 
liminary work has already .been done 
there are the concluding details which 
interfere with the fulk enjoyment of 
the occasion. But when it comes to a 
fair, and the first day is Monday, and 
nine exhibitors out of ten haven't 


s cooped their fowls, nor haltered their 


crack cattle, nor brushed the dust off 
their mammoth vegetables until the 
night before, then a first day is very 
little more than a last day of prepara- 
tion, and of very much such character 
was Monday at the fair. 'y 


The new pavilion is a conveniently. 


arranged building, and of size, 
though it will unquestionably be 
crowded to its utmost capacity long 


before the fair is half over. In it are} 


displayed a great variety of exhibits. 
The roomy galleries are for the most 
part devoted to fancy work and kindred 
displays of art and silk specialties, ex- 
cepting the west side where the Cudahy 
enterprises occupy a conspicuous place. 
Upon the floor a small space is de- 
voted to refreshments, the balance be- 
ing occupied with a rather bewildering 
variety of useful articles. There are 
fine displays of bicycles and buggies, 
of harness and saddlery articles, of 
meal, flour and other manufactured 
cereal products, of improved dairy ap- 
us and incubators; long tables 

en with the conventional ‘“biggest’’ 
of everything—corn, onions, tomatoes, 
potatoes, squashes, melons, pumpkins, 
and other “garden truck; plates of 
apples and quinces, pears, peaches, figs 
and lemons, grapes and other Califor- 
nia specialties yet in season. In this 
latter feature, however, this region will 


not quite maintain its reputation for | 


variety, perhaps, for the simple reason 
that the fair comes a few weeks late 
a se widest diversity of fruit ex- 


But if in the line of fresh fruits 
there might be greater variety, the 
game can scarcely be said of the pre- 
served, canned and dried product, for 
of these the assortment is well nigh 
limitless. Some very handsome dis- 
plays of canned and dried fruits are 
already in place and more are coming. 
At least one fine display of native 
wines also adorns the pavilion’s in- 
terior, and if Monday’s record con- 
tinues Tuesday will be yet young when 
space in the pavilion is at a premium. 

What is true of the increasing dis- 

play indoors holds equally good in the 
stock yards. In the cattle pens the 
day opened with an exhibit of several) 
handsome groups of Holstein and Jer- 
sey cattle. As the day advanced these 
were supplemented by others of the 
same class, and by individuals and 
bunches of other breeds. In the hog 
pens there were goodly displays of 
Berkshire and Poland China 
and a couple of pens ‘of small York- 
shires. These attract as much atten- 
tion for being white as the more popular 
breeds of the day did a few years since 
for being any other color. The ¢laim 
for the Yorkshire now is that he ma- 
tures very young. But he is not a 
handsome fellow, particularly in his 
old age, 
In the poultry house there is a wide 
range covered in the varieties. on ex- 
hibition. Many breeds of doves and 
pigeons are supplemented by bantams 
of different sorts.

' City Council Convened in Regu- 
lar Session. 


Street Improvements All Along the Line— 
Local News Briefly Summed Up— 


People Coming and 
Geing. 


‘The City Council met in regular ses- 
‘sion at 2 o’clock. Monday afternoon. 
President Weed presided; and all the 
trustees were present, except Mr. Mc- 
Quilling. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

All bills filed to date were referred 
to the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance, without reading. 

As predicted in Monday’s Times, an 
ordinance was read for the first time, 
declaring all doors that, in course 
of opening or closing, cross the property 
line of the building with which they 
are connected, a public obstruction, 
and making the owner of the property 
possessed of such a door guilty of a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
ranging from $10 to $300, or imprison- 
ment from one to 150. days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. . 

Henry Cooley was granted a rebate 
of $1 on taxes. 

The Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance reported, recommending the pay- 
ment of bills to the amount of $176.11, 
which report was approved and the 
necessary warrants ordered drawn. 

A resolution was passed declaring all 
previous proceedings pertaining to the 
Summit avenue and Chestnut street 
sawers rescinded and repealed. A 
similar resolution was passed with ref- 
erence to the Euclid avenue sewer. 

A petition was submitted, signed by 
@ number of property-owners, asking 
that Lake avenue pe graded according 
to the official figures, between Colorado 
and California streets, and that a cob- 
ble-stone curb and gutter be laid on 
both sides of the same. On motion 
the prayer of the petitioners was 


A petition from property-owners was 
submitted, asking that a cobble-stone 
curb and gutter be laid on the west 
side of Los Robles avenue, between 
Center and California streets. Favor- 

e action wad taken/ and a resolu- 
ti6n of intention to carry out such 
‘work was passed., 

Numerous property-owners on Ver- 
mon avenue handed in a petition, ask- 
ing that that avenue be graded, gut- 
tered and curbed between Colorado an@ 
Walnut streets, and also that Mary 
street, between the Terminal tracks 
and Vernon avenue, be properly 
graded. The petition was referred back 
for correction in its wording. 

An ordinance was read for the first 
time, establishing the grade of Union 
- street, between Pasadena avenue and 

City Attorney Arthur called attention 
of the board to the matter of impos- 
ing a license upon the. circus that will 
exhibit here the latter part of the 
month. The matter was referred to the 
City Marshal. 
A petition was presented asking that 
Worcester avenue be graded, curbed 
and, guttered. City Enginer Sedwick 
was instructed to make the necessary 
survey. 

Gray Bros. were granted thirty days 
additional time in which to complete 
the laying of cement sidewalks on Col- 
orado street, between Fair Oaks and 
Lake avenues. 

Corson & Sprague were granted five 
days’ additional time in which to com- 
plete the laying of .a cobble-stone curb 
and gutter on Raymond avenue, be- 
tween Chestnut and Villa streets. 

C. H. Manker was denied permission 
to erect a frame building on North 
Fair Oaks avenue, between Union and 
Mary streets. 

The following bids were opened for 
completing the laying of granite curbs 
on Colorado street, between Raymond. 
and Marengo avenues. Gray Bros. Ar- 
tificial Stone Paving Company, $1.15 
per lineal foot; J. A. Fairchild, $1.05; 
Carnes & Burke, 95 cents; Hogan Bros., 
$9 cents; Dovey, Fair & Hart, $1. The 
contract was awarded to Carnes & 
Burke. 

The following bids were received for 
completing the laying of a cobble-stone 
curb’on Colorado street, between Ma- 
rengo and Lake avenues: F. N. Town- 
ernd 16 cents; Dovey, Fair & Hart, 11 
cents.

Shown About the City and Entertained at 
Dinner—Little Hattie Dilley—‘‘Jack 
the Ripper’’—Personal 
Mention. 


The distinguished visitors, the visit- 
ing delegates to the International Ir- 
rigation Congress at Los Angeles, have 
come and gone, They visited Santa 
Ana and vicinity Monday, arriving on 
the train that reaches this city at 3 
p.m. The Orange County Chamber of 
Commerce and the citizens of Santa 
Ana met them at the Santa Fe depot 
with carriages, and conducted them di- 
rect to the pavilion containing the re- 
mains of the exhibits of the fair, where 
they were shown through by Messrs.

AN OLD SWINDLE. 


A Santa Monica Man Defrauded by a Worth- 
less Check. 

Frank Ellis is the proprietor of the 
ostrich farm at Santa Monica, and a 
man of the world, but notwithstanding 
his supposed astuteness, he has been 
made the victim of a swindling scheme, 
which is so old a chestnut as to be al- 


most gray. 

Sunday afternoon a_ well-dressed 
young man, giving his name as Mc- 
Clure, approached Mr. Ellis at his 
place of business in Santa Monica, and 
informed him that he desired to pur- 
chase some ostrich feathers. After 
looking over the goods, McClure de- 
cided on what he would take, and the 
value thereof as fixed by Mr. Ellis was 
$10. This was satisfactory to the pur- 
chaser, and in payment for the feathers 
the young man tendered to Ellis a 
check for $20 on the First National 
Bank of Santa Monica, and signed by 
the J. M. Griffith Lumber Company. 
McClure remarked that Ellis could take 
his pay out of the check and give him 
the balance of $10 in cash, and so Ellis, 
to be accommodating to a liberal cus- 
tomer, who had not haggled over the 
price-of the goods, did as he had been 
requested, and McClure departed with 
a sackful of feathers on his back, and 
the $10 in coin jingling in his pocktes. 
To show how gullible the ostrich man 
was, and with what ease he was taken 
in, it need only be stated that the 
check was in his possession but a short 
time when he discovered that there 
was no First National Bank in Santa 
Monica, his own town, that institution 
having gone out of business some 
months ago, being succeeded: by the 
Bank of Santa Monica, and he further 
discovered that the J. M. Griwtith Com- 
pany had no funds deposited with the 
latter concern. 

Mr. Ellis was in the city yesterday, 
and notified Chief Glass of the swindle, 
and it is more than probable that Mc- 
Clure will be appreherded before he 
finds another victim so easy to work 
as was the astute proprietor of Santa 
Monica’s famous ostrich farm.
